Disraeli goes in for leader of the House of 
Commons, or when Napoleon twists his way 
to a throne. We do not call it ambition 
when a clergyman would like a larger con- 
gregation to preach to, or another hundred 
or two a year of income. But we do not 
speak of ambition in such cases ; it is only 
that people would like to get on a little. We 
like to think that we are getting on; that 
we live in a better house than we used to 
do; that our little library is gradually grow- 
ing ; that our worldly means are improving ; 
that we are a little wiser and better than we 
used to be. But though we may take for 
granted that all men would like to get on, 
we may be assured that there are many who 


wishes are moderate; they have learned to 
be content. ‘They will not fret themselves 
into a fever; they will not push. And much 
less will they sneak, or cheat, or wriggle. If 
success comes they: are pleased; but they 


success comes, well; if itdoes not come you 
do not mind much.

A copy of the first complete Epglish ver- 
sion of the Holy Scriptures, of extreme 
rarity, was sold lately by Messrs. Sotheby 
& Wilkinson, in disposing of the. effects of 
the late Miss Richardson Currer, of Esh- 
ton Hall, Yorkshire. It is entitled, “ The 
Bible; that is, the Holy Scriptures of the 
Olde and New Testament, faithfully and 
truly translated out of Douche and Latyn 
into Englysheye MDXXXY. Angular. 
Gothic-letter; folio; prynted in the year of 
our Lorde MDXXXYV., and fynished the 
fourth daye of October.” The entire vol- 
ume was superintended by Miles Coverdale, 
but portions of it had previously under- 
gone revision by William Tyndall and oth- 
ers. The present is regarded as.one of the 
best extant, being quite perfect from the first 
chapter of Genesis to the last: of Revela- 
tion, the only portions supplied, being the 
title, address of the translator to .

Union of the Old and New School Churches. 


upbuilding of the common cause. 


The importance of the speedy union of 
these churches was fully shown in our last 
paper, and we now propose to indicate some 
of the ways in which it may be done. Three 
suggest themselves as possible, viz.: 
Let one of the churches go over to the 
other, the Old School to the New, or the 
New to the Old. In electing between the 
two General Assemblies, sound policy would 
indicate, that one which can do most for the 
We are 


not informed.as to the resources of the Mis- 


sionary Board of the New School Assem- 
bly, and therefore cannot speak; but we 
are persuaded that the O. S. Board of Mis- 
sions would, at once, assume the support of 
all the feeble congregations in the United 
Church; nay more, we believe that the fact 


of such a union would bring from the old 


church at home the heartiest response she 
ever uttered, and that thousands of dollars, 
for missionary purposes, would flow to this 
coast which otherwise will never come. 

2d. Failing in the above, let the Presby- 
teries and Synods of the two churches unite 
at their next meetings, and declare them- 
selves one; and let such change of names 
be made as the new state of things will re- 
quire, e. g.: Let the name of the Old School 
“Presbytery of California,” which is too 
comprehensive, be changed to that of the 
New School “ Presbytery of San Fran- 
cisco,” and let the name of the New School 


“Synod of Alta California,” which is not | 


comprehensive enough, be changed to “ The 
Synod of the Pacific,” inasmuch as the 
Church embraces not only California but 
Oregon, together with the territories of 
Washington and Nevada. Then let it be 
understood that, until God in His providence 
opens the way for the union of the two 
General Assemblies, we will forego the 
privilege of being represented in either. 
As we all love the Presbyterian Church, 
and do not intend ever to separate from its 
this privation will be keenly felt by us; 
but the end to be gained will far more than 
compensate for a privation, which at most 
can last but for a few years. 

3d. Failing in this, let us send a respect- 
ful memorial to the Assemblies, setting forth 
the vital importance of union to the cause 
of Presbyterianism on this coast, and ask- 
ing each of them to adopt some such ordi- 
nance as this: “ Whereas this General As- 
sembly is satisfied that the cause of Christ, 
as represented by our Church on the Pacific 
coast, is suffering for want of a union of the 
Old and New School branches. And 
whereas, we are assured of the soundness 


in the faith of the ministers there, and also 


of their earnest desire to be one, therefore, 
Resolved, 1. That the members of our 


Church in the States of California and 


Oregon, and in the territories of Washing- 
ton and Nevada, be permitted to enter into 
such union. 

Resolved, 2. That we will recognize th, 
United Church as a component part of thig 


- body—will allow it representation by Pres- 


byteries on this floor; and that our Boards 
of Missions, Education, Church Extension, 
and Publication, will extend to it the same 
support which is granted to other portions 
of our Church. 

Resolved, 3. That a similar recognition 
by our sister Assembly will not prejudice 
the + ee of the United Church with us. 

On this plan we could be represented in 
either “Assembly at our pleasure, or could 


alternate our representation. 


In any one of these three ways the Sy- 
nods of Alta California and the Pacific can 
become one. We have stated them in the 
order of our preference. Because of its 
simplicity we decidedly prefer the first, but 


are willing to take the second, or the third ; 


and failing in all, we are willing to adopt 
any proper plan which our brethren may 
suggest. 

We are free to admit that there are ob- 
jections to each of these plans, and to the 
last one very grave objections ; and so there 


_ will be to any and every other arrangement 


which may be suggested ; and the question 
is, will we allow these obstacles to prevent 
the union? will we risk the certain dangers 
of continuing a weakened, divided church ?

A Spiritual Penumbra. 


. When the moon was eclipsed the other 
night, we saw, just before it fell into the 
earth’s shadow, signs of its approaching ob- 
ecuration. Some of the sun’s light was | 
already hidden from it. This partial ob- 
scurity is called the penumbra. The full 
shadow of the earth is the umbra ; this pre- 
liminary shade, the penumbra, the “ almost 
shadow.” It fringes and heralds the full 


There is something very like this in the 
orbit of the soul. We often speak of our- 
selves, after the analogy of the heavenly 
bodies, as revolving about the great center 
of being. None do this who are aliens 
from God. Unreconciled men are not even 
comets ; for these are really governed by 
the sun, and at intervals come to pay him 
their obeisance in the sight of the whole 
system. Every non-christian man, every 
man who has not yielded himself to the 
great Divine law, is out of his true orbit, 
off amidst the “blackness of darkness.” 
None but Christians have the real light of 
the Divine sun, or revolve about Him at all. 

Christian hearts sometimes suffer eclipse. 
The light of God’s presence dies away. 
And the cause is, as in the moon’s obscura- 
tion, the shadow of the earth; this world 
comes between them and God. There is 
still the dull red light left even by a total 
eclipse ; a light refracted from fiery Sinai 
and from shining Calvary. No true child | 
of God is wholly a fallen, wandering star. 
And there is no need of any eclipse. The 
moon, last week, could not help coming into 
the shadow of the earth. This was so in- 
evitable, that it could be predicted, and cal- | 
culated within a minute. But our orbits 
are so much in our own power, that we can 
always “walk in the light.” It requires 
wrong-doing on our part, violence to the 
Christian principle within, to shut out even 
for a single hour the sunshine of God’s 
love. A sad thing, and a sinful, is a spiritual 
eclipse. Few may know its full gloom and 
hurror. 

But is there not often an approach to it ? 
Does not a penumbra steal over many souls, 
and warn them of the darkness behind ? 
We fear that many Christians are in the 
almost-shadow, on the very borders of an 
eclipse. Such are they who indulge mur- 
muring thoughts of God, when blessings 
are taken away or withheld; who forget 
their bankruptcy toward Him, and claim as 
due all He has kindly lent, or even more. 
God “ pitieth them that fear Him ;” He 
“knoweth our frame,” and is indulgent to 
human weakness. But we must recognize 
Him as a sovereign disposer; we must 
school ourselves to cry, amid the blasting of 
hopes, and even in the sorrow of bereave- 
ment, “ Thy will be done.” It is dangerous 
to draw over ourselves the first partial dark- 
ness of repining, to let the last treasures of 
this world shut out aught of our prospect of 
God. 

Those are living in a penumbra, who fol- 
low employments of doubtful propriety. 
Some poor souls have thus gone into eclipse 
in California. There was a strong pressure 
on them, and they yielded. Conscience 
protested, but was hushed down. So they 
were implicated in Sabbath-breaking traffic, 
or in rum-selling, or in something else which 
they had believed to be wrong. Stifling 
the conscience is sure to bring twilight 
gloom. No Christian can receive the full, 
rich light of God’s presence, unless he is 
“fully persuaded in his own mind.” An 
injured conscience must blur any of Christ’ 8 
satellites ; it chills the soul with the oars 
ing gloom of deeper darkness. | 
Some penumbral Christians are och, 
ehiefly because they have stood aloof from 
the churches of Christ. A church is the 
one proper home of a Christian. He needs 
its help to inspirit him for his life-conflict, 
to bear hin up by loving fellowship, and 
prayerful sympathy. He needs tu be known | 
as a follower of Christ, to keep him from a 
cowardly betrayal of duty. If he is not: 
openly for his Master, he is in danger, like 
Peter, of denying Him altogether. And

In Mathematics, some of the students 
seemed as familiar with the abstruse form- 
ule, as with the primary geometrical prop- 
ositions.

The ‘ Christian Commission.” 


The work of the Christian Commission, 


in which I have been engaged, aims to do | 
| letters from the Missionaries in Micronesia, 


for the souls of the soldiers, what the Sani- 
tary Commission does for their bodies. Ma- 
ny of the Regiments are without chaplains. 
The Commission delegates distribute read- 
ing matter, with such physical comforts as 
are most needed. Since June, about 150 
men have served under the Commission— 
the service being voluntary, and usually for 


short periods. They labor in the hospitals | 


and on the battle fields. About 70 were 
present. at Antietam. At such times they 
carry hospital stores, and do with their 
might whatever their hands find to do. 

The first thing that I did at Antietam, 
was to assist at a burial, amid the singing 
of shells and minnie balls. Then I carried 
stimulants to the wounded. A Michigan 
boy of seventeen, mortally wounded, was 
brought into a barn where I was, and we 
held him up by the corners of his blanket 
that he might be easy from his pains a mo- 
ment before he died. Then, as we laid him 
down, he beckoned to me, and whispered: 
“ Do now, please kill me, I am in such pain. 
It is no bes. I cannot get well; do please 
kill me.” I tried to divert him, and asked 
if I should write to his mother about him, 
but he made no answer till the question was 
repeated, when he said, “Oh! it will kill 
her.” I talked with him of the Saviour, 
whom he said he loved. I prayed with him, 
kneeling on the straw, with my head bowed 
low, for his ear was already growing deaf. 
He was buried in a beautiful garden, and I 
wrote a letter to his mother. 

For two days after the battle acres of 
men were shelterless, holding up a bush or 
hanging up a rag for a shade. Eight days 
after the battle I put nine yards of bandages 
on a man whose wounds had not been 
dressed for five days. The surgeons, the 
most of them the most faithful and labori- 
ous of men, were busy with amputations for 
many days, and severe cases, of a different 
character, could receive but little attention 
The delegates of the Christian Commission | 
dealt out with their own hands seventy 
boxes of stores, and, by writing letters, 
dressing wounds, and Christian counsel, af- 
forded relief. The delegates are all Chris- 
tian men—many of them Christian minis- 
ters. The delegates find abundant work in 
For 19,000 
patients, there are not far from ten chap- 
lains; at least 10,000 of them have onl 
three ministers, and one of these is infitfo 
in mind and in body. } 

The boys, in their loneliness, get little to 
read, and are wonderfully glad of religious 
conversation ; but they get little of it. As 
one of the delegates. went through a Phila- 


‘delphia hospital, just at evening, a Sabbath 


or two ago, a wounded man took his hand, 
and with a big tear in his eye, said, “ You 
are the first man that has spoken to me to- 
day, and I thank you.” I went to the bed- 
sde of a man in the Capitol, who said, 
“Do sit down, I want to talk with you”— 
and as I talked with him about Christ, he 
said, “ I am so glad, for I never talked with 
anybody about religion before, and I want 
to so much.” He went on to tell me héw 
profune he had been, and how passionate, 
but he said that he did not mean anything 
very bad by it; but the truth was that he 
had been brought up among a set of black- 
legs; his father, living far west, was an 
atheist, more bitter than Tom. Paine or. 
Voltaire.. Yet, brought up with such: read-- 
ing, he -had “been growing ‘religious for 
several years,” and wanted now to “ know 
paling about it.” He wanted a Bible!

The Micronesian Mission. 


EpiTors PAciFIc have just received 


and as the Churches and Sunday schools in 
California are attempting to aid this mis- 
sion by providing a “little ship” to wait 
upon these disciples of Jesus, and so assist 
them in preaching the gospel to islands ad- 
jacent to the ones on which they reside. I 
have thought that it might be pleasant and 
profitable for these California co-laborers 
in the missionary work, to become ac- 
quainted with those laborings on the islands 
in the sea, by means of these letters of 
friendship. These létters may introduce 
you not only to the missionaries, but also to 
their homes and labors. 

The first, from which I propose to give 
you extracts, is from Rev. E.T. Doane. It 
is now just five years since he and my- 
self, with our families, left the islands upon 
which we had been previously laboring, 
and commenced the mission among that 
hitherto inaccessible people—the Marshall 
Islands. They were wild and savage bar- 
barians. No white man that had ever gone 
among them, had lived twenty-four hours 
after the ship on which he came, had left 
the islands, and several ships had been 
taken possession of by these pirates—all on 
board killed—the ships plundered and then 
burned. All these facts we knew, yet there 


ing providences which convinced us, and all 
our missionary associates, as also the soci- 
ety at home, that it was our personal duty 
to improve the providences, and go among 
that fierce people in the name of the Lord. 
We did so, and though there were several 
plots laid for our destruction, during the first 
year of our residence, of which we learned 
afterwards, still no harm ever came near 
our dwellings. Our work prospered from 
the first, and the influence of the truth con- 
tinglly increased, so that at the end of 
two years, our Sabbath congregations and 
Sabbath school were the largest of any in 
the mission. 

Last year Mr. Doane sent his wife to 
the Sandwich Islands to recruit her failing 
health. She took their children with her. 
Before the return of the Morning Star to 
Micronesia this summer, Mrs. Doane and 
one of her children had died, leaving two 
others, who are kindly cared for by friends 
in Honolulu, and all there is left now of 
Mr. Doane’s family upon the island of Elon, 
is one little grave. Brother Doane writes: 

On Board Morning Star, Aug 27,62. 
My Dear BROTHER AND SISTER Pierson: 
_ The Morning Star has brought me your 
very kind letters of March 21st, 1862. I 
am deeply thankful for your very kind feel- 
ings in regard to my affliction.

After the ex- 
amination—which occupied a period of four 
or five hours—we formed a procession and 
marched past your old home, and on past 
my house, then returning, seated ourselves 
under the large bread-fruit trees in front of 
my house. Here we made remarks and 
sang more hymns. The children had 
brought a large supply of native food, 
which we distribnted around. The school 
also presented the Morning Star some two 
dozen fowls, as a thank-offering. Well 
done, this for Ebon, we thought, and thus 
passed off the whole affair, interesting to 
us, and creditable to the scholars “y their 
teacher, Aea. 

I am also happy to find the few who pro- 
fess to love the Savior, remain firm in their 


pleasing evidence of having been born 
again. We hope soon to admit some to 
church fellowship. I should also say that 
the whole population is greatly improving. 
We have nearly all, or at least a large part 
of the youths in our schools. Some adults 
are learning to read. Many are getting on 
clothes ; among these, are the young chiefs. 
Many of these young chiefs are taking hold 
of their books, and have changed much in 
their general character. And thus the in- 
fluence is spreading, and now what wait we 
for, but the presence of the Lord? May 
He soon come in all his blessed power. 


We have with us, the Rev. Mr. Kapali, 
the Hawaian missionary, whom the Sunday 
school of the First Congregational -Church 
of San Francisco, (Rev. Mr. Lacy’s), pro- 
pose to support. He appears well, and if 
he does as well as Aea, he will be a very 
useful man. I never saw the like of Aea, 
as a worker. May his associate be a faith-° 
ful one; you will hear from time to time of 
him. We hope next year he will take an 
island of his own—perhaps Namerik—and 
have, as an associate, his own field. We 
find that our Hawaians do better to put 
them by themselves, and throw them upon 
their own resources. They seem to feel 
their manhood more. | 

Let me thank you again for all your 
words of sympathy in my affliction. Also, 
let me ask you to pray for us, and may 
your church also remember us in their 
prayers.

Letter from Victoria. 

Epirors Paciric :—The season is still 
open and mild, and builders are still busily 
_ employed in brick and mortar. Within a 
"year and a half this city has doubled in size, 
and there is at present great demand for 
stores and dwellings. Property increases 
in value, and rents have risen to an extrava- 
gant figure in the favorite business streets. 
The town has been lit with gas, and water- 
works, and a railway to Esquimalt are 
spoken of. 

The festivities in honor of the Prince of 
Wales came off with more than an ordinary 
amount of noise and excess. It was a hard 
time for old horses and jaded stomachs, and 
a happy occasion for a few unfortunate 
debtors, who were discharged from prison in 
honor of the jubilee. 

The majority of miners have returned 
from the gold region, some with a large 
amount of dust, others “‘ dead broke ”—and 
yet even these speak favorably of the rich- 
ness of Cariboo, and I believe they would 
almost all like to return and try again, did 
their pecuniary means permit. A rich 
quartz lead, the grand desideratum, has been 
discovered, so that mining operations are 
likely to be prosecuted in our gold fields for 
an indefinite period. 

The ministers who preached to the miners 
last summer speak favorably of their re- 
ception. While the careless kept aloof, the 
devout and well-disposed assembled regu- 
larly for divine service, and encouraged by 
kind words of welcome, and, occasionally» 
by generous acts of hospitality, the men 
who followed them beyond the Bald Moun- 
tains, with Heaven’s best expression of good 
will to mankind. The Sabbath was, on the 
whole, better observed as a day of rest than 
might have been expected. It was, how- 
ever, the high-day for gamblers. On one 
occasion a preacher was requested to give 
an address in a saloon in which stood three 
tables laden with a large amount of gold, 
and surrounded by gamblers and their dupes- 
He was respectfully heard for half an hour, 
the gamblers all the while keeping their 
seats before the glittering piles. But he 
had hardly concluded when Sisyphus com- 
menced to roll,and Tantulus said, “ Come, 
lads, and let us liquor!” and anon the dice 
rattled and cards were shuffled, and golden 
beans were bartered, and the man of God, 
having delivered his message, left the tem- 
ple of Mammon on the Sabbath day. 

Owing to the immigration from England 
last summer the Episcopal churches are now 
crowded, and a third place of worship is 
talked of. All the congregations in town 
have received accessions, and there is a de- 
cided improvement in our religious aspect. 

Total abstinence Societies have been or- 
ganized here and in New Westminster, with 
promising symptoms of success. Some- 
thing of the kind was needed, for the grog- 
shops are growing apace, and cases of com- 
mittal for nocturnal debauch, have become 
more numerous of late. It is appaling to 
think of nearly a score of bar-rooms, about 
to be opened: in a small community like 
this, where homeless youths have a tempta- 
tion to drown their sorrow for a time in the 


intoxicating cup, as they narrate to one 


another the tale of their troubles, hopes 
and disappointments. Our community, like 
that of every new country, is composed of 
two classes, the best and the worst. Leav- 
ing their country for their country’s good, 
the worst resolve to cast out the old devil. 
Arriving in a new country, they find the 
house swept of all the formerly feared and 
loved, aud garnished with attractions of a 
new order, and they take to themselves 
seven other spirits, worse than the first, and 
these is no room left in their hearts for re- 
ligion, should she stand and knock at the 
door, in the name of all that is lovely and 
of good report. The other class, embrac- 
ing the sons and daughters of the household 
of faith, are animated bya noble spirit of 
enterprise, and they ought to have the sym- 
pathy of our Christian philanthropists, and 
parents. Dove-like, they have left the ark 
of the church in which they were early 
dedicated to the Lord, to find for themselves 
a resting place on the face of the earth. 
Let the hand of Christian kindness be out- 
stretched to help and encourage them in the 
dark day when they wander through our 
streets as strangers in a strange land.

A LARGE INCREASE IN ATTENDANCE UPON 
; SABBATH WORSHIP. 


There has been, on the whole, a steady 
_ gain in this direction throughout the quar- 


ter, until the last Sabbath, when the church 


was well filled. The average attendance 


during the quarter, has been much larger 
than in any previous quarter since our work 


began. And the increase has been, not in 


numbers only, but in interest as well. 
Never have I preached to more earnestly 
attentive congregations, and the tokens of 
the witness of the Spirit to the truth mw have 
been manifest. 

INCREASE OF MEETINGS. 

The increase of our working force, has 
warranted and called for a considerable in- 
crease in our religious meetings. Besides 
the Sabbath School and Bible Class, ang 
the preaching service in English, with 
which we began our work, we have now a 
Sabbath service in the Swedish language, 
conducted by a Mr. Bergner, a converted 
Swede, which has been a well attended 
and useful service. Also a-prayer and ex. 
perience meeting on Sabbath eve, conducted 


by the brethren Wirth and Byrne. We . 


have also four other evening meetings dur. 
ing the week. On Tuesday evening, a 
Bible Class, and on Wednesday evening, a 

Lecture and Prayer Meeting, both held in 
the church. On Thursday evening a 
prayer meeting at a Temperance Sailor 
boarding house, and another on Friday eve, 
at the Sailors’ Home. Besides these reg- 


ular meetings, our missionaries -have been 


improving a part of their time in preach- 
ing to such assemblies as they could gather 


on street corners and wharves. 


WORK IN THE HOSPITAL. 

They have also aided me much in my 
work in the U. S. Marine Hospital. We 
have felt much encouragement in this part 
of our field; for although the number of 
conversions there has not been large, there 
have been manifest tokens of the work of 
the Spirit, in the unusual readiness of the 
patients to read the word of God, and to 
engage in religious conversation, and in the 
large number of sincere inquirers after sal- 
vation. We find there constantly, more or 
less of the spirit of the inquiry, what “ shall 
I do to be saved ?”, and are strong in faith, 
that God will make that place a real “ Be- 
thesda,” to many afflicted sailors. 


TESTIMONY OF THE SPIRIT. 

Both there, and in all parts of our work, 
we have been encouraged by the aid and 
testimony of the Spirit of God. For six 
persons, one of whom died in the Hospital, 
we entertain the hope that they have been 
been born again, and besides these, we have 
conversed with a large number, who were 
truly convicted of sin, and anxious for sal- 
vation. One of these made his case known 
to us just before going to sea, and went on 


board his ship fully resolved from that time — 


forth, to be the Lord’s, and to spend his life 
in his service. We expect to know at some 


time, that he and others who have gone — 
from us, in a similar state of mind, have 


found salvation in Jesus. Except in 
Hospital, we have litttle opportunity to fol- 


low up our efforts for individual seamen, but — 
must be content to sow the seed, and leave 


it to the Spirit’s care. The bread thus cast 
upon the waters, we do sometimes find after 


‘many days, and this experience will.doubt- 


less be ours increasingly in the future. 
WORK ON THE SEA. 

Our sea missions are also in a prosper- 
ous condition, in that the number of labor- 
ers and the fields of their labor are increas- 
ing. Our members are laboring on several 
more ships now, than at our last report. 
One of our brethren on the Lancaster has 
been transferred to the Saranac, and this 


increases by one, the number of our war 


vessels on which prayer meetings are held. 
On the Lancaster appearances are encour- 
aging. Thenumber of pious men has been 
increased by additions from Boston, and the 
prayer meetings are more fully attended 
than ever before. We expect soon to hear 
that souls are converted on that ship. 
A NEW HOUSE OF WORSHIP. 

When lamenting the unfortunate con- 
dition of our church building, we have 
been accustomed to say, that we would not 
ask for a new one, till the present house 
should be filled. That time has come at 
last. Last Sabbath, with no unusual at- 
tractions, the house was so full as to make 
it difficult to find seats for new comers, and 
numbers came to the door and left again, 
without coming in. Had we a good house, 
in a good location, we could as easily gather 
three times our present congregation as 
we now do the small number we can find 
room for at present. Our usefulness ought 
not to be thus curtailed. There are also 
various conveniences, with which every 
mariners’ church ought to be furnished, 
for the greater efficiency of its work, for 
want of which our work is much hindered, 
but which we cannot have till a more suita- 
ble building shall be erected. I trust that 
you will be able to devise some plan whereby 
this great desideratum may be obtained.
